Bruce started collecting coins when he was only six years old and by the time he was in high school his dream 
was to be a coin dealer. But life intervened and instead, Bruce went into business. By chance, he became Legend 
Numismaties’ financial backer in 1996.

Not many collector's can say they have completed not only 
the finest 1794-1885 Dollar Sets and have over the years owned such coins as two 1913 Liberty Head Nickels, an 
1894-S Dime, 1876-CC Twenty Cent piece, 1827 Original and Restrike Quarters, 1838-O Half Dollar, two 1885 Trade 
Dollars and four 1884 Trade Dollars! 


Julie Abrams started in numismaties in 1986 when she joined up with Bemard Rome and launched Teletrade, the first 
computerized auction company. Teletrade developed a unique coin trading method, utilizing state-of-the-art digitized 
voice board technology to run live auctions before the advent of the internet.

Not only is this is one of the most impressively provenanced early dollars 
that we have had the pleasure of auctioning, it is also very high end and 
beautifully eye appealing. We believe it may be the finest BB-I1. 

Sharply struck from an early die state of the first Flowing Hair die pair 
employed. As such, it is arguably one of the first dollars struck in 1795. 
Satiny and vibrant mint luster clings to the surfaces, which are toned with 
a majestic blue, russet, gold, and violet. The toning around the central 
silver plug are especially spectacular: A forcefill blow from the dies have 
imparted a very crisp strike. The details are sharply struck up, and were 
itnot for some light friction on the highest points, the details would be 
totally complete. Some minor traces of contact were obtained during this 
coin’s very brief stay in early federal commerce. 


The coinage act of April 1792 that established the U.S. mint, also created 
the standards for the content of each authorized denomination. By late 
1792, several patterns and 1.500 half dismes had been produced, but mint 
officials had to post surety bonds in order to strike gold and silver coins, 
so the only coins struck in 1793 were half cents and cents. In 1794 silver 
coins began to be struck, most of which were half dollars and a small 
number of silver dollars. The standards required that precious metal coins 
be within a very narrow weight tolerance, overweight planchets were filed 
down to proper weight; underweight planchets were sometimes treated 
with a silver plug, where a small hole was drilled into the blank planchet 
and a plug of silver was inserted, then flattened when the coin was struck. 
‘When this coin was cataloged as part of the Philip Flannagan Collection in 
November 2001, the cataloger noted that there were some light adjustment 
marks at the lower reverse rim, which suggests that the coiners were trying 
hard to get the weight “just right.” Since this coin was struck using the 
earliest state of the first die marriage of the year, it is suggested that this 
may have been the first 1795 silver plug dollar struck. 


This coin’s provenance is known going back to June 1885, when T. 
Hanson Garrett bought this coin from Lyman Low’s 8th Sale, lot 59. 
Itremained in the Garrett Collection at Johns Hopkins University until 

it was consigned to Stack’s March 1976 sale of the Garrett Collection, 
lot 245, From there, it resided in private collections, next appearing in 
the Bowers & Merena November 2001 sale of the Philip Flannagan 
Collection, lot 4204. It was purchased by the Cardinal Collection; sold in 
ANR’s June 2005 sale of the Cardinal Collection, lot 6; intermediaries to 
Dr: Hesselgesser in February 2008. Hesselgesser Collection, Goldberg's 
September 2011, lot 5000. Most recently sold in May 2012 Goldberg, 
for $103.500. 


PCGS 4, NGC 0, CAC 1. As noted this is the most recently sold example, 
which realized $103,500 seven years ago. The current Collector's 
Universe value is listed at $120,000. This is one of the most historically 
important 1795 dollars struck. Add to that the amazing eye appeal and 
technical qualities, and you get a stunning type coin or Flowing Hair dollar 
for a major variety set. We anticipate very strong bidding for this GEM AU 
coin when it crosses the block.

Flanagan's collection of early dollars that our founder, Laura Sperber 
helped build. Itis truly one of the most beautiful Bust dollars Legend Rare 
Coin Auctions has ever had the honor of offering. 


Sharply struck devices stand out with a lovely frosty texture, which 
contrasts nicely against the satiny, almost semi-refiective, lustrous fields. 
Beneath a moderate dusting of gold that blends to blue and coppery-amber 
at the rims, the surfaces are essentially flawless. A powerful glass fails to 
uncover anything but the most insignificant trace tick or line, all ancient 
and mostly hidden within the original patina. Every detail is crisply 
rendered by a powerful blow from the screw press. Liberty’s curled strands 
of hair show full separation, and there is just the barest trace of weakness 
at her shoulder. The reverse is fully struck up, with every feather, every 
shield line, every vein in the leaves brought out to its full glory. Both sides 
are well centered on the board planchet, and the dentils are full on both 
sides. We note (mostly hidden by the PCGS holder) a small flaw in at the 
rim between the B and R of LIBERTY. That and the wonderfully original 
coloration will always serve to identify this as the Flannagan coin. 


This is one of just two varieties where the olive branch has no berries, 
making it popular among collectors, Struck from Die State II], which 
shows several prominent die cracks around the date, one that curves 

up through Liberty’s drapery and one that curves up toward the inner 
point of star 1. The obverse surfaces show a“pebbly” texture typical for 
the variety, and this is seen in parts of the fields, and in the details, like 
Liberty’s hairlines. This variety is not rare in an absolute sense, with Dave 
Bowers estimating between 650 and 1,150 surviving in all grades, most of 
these XF or lower. In AU and lower Mint State it is RARE, and extremely 
rare in such a lofty grade. This is the second coin in Dave Bower's 
updated list of Notable Specimens in the 2013 revision of the early dollar 
encyclopedia. listed as ex: Heritage’s 1995 ANA auction, lot 6520; Philip 
Flannagan Collection, Bowers and Merena, November 2001, lot 4257; 
Jack Lee Collection III, Heritage, November 2005, lot 2192; Joseph C. 
Thomas Collection, Heritage, April 2009, lot 2552; intermediaries; our 
present consignor. Only a single example, which looking at old catalogs 
is hard to determine if it isa different coin (the toning pattern is similar) is 
the Waldo Newcomer, Col. E.H.R. Green; T. James Clark, Jascha Heifetz 
coin that last sold in Superior’s July 1993 auction as an NGC MS65. 


PCGS 11, NGC 13, CAC 4. PCGS has graded 3 in MS64+. As a non-CAC 
PCGS MS64, this coin sold a decade ago for $103,500. None of the 
MS64+s have ever sold in auction. The current Collector’s Universe value 
is listed at $125,000 and this one is certainly much more pleasing to the 
eye than the mottled Cardinal MS65 that sold in the 2015 ANA auction for

B-L. Fully reflective fields give this distinctive coin a bold Prooflike flash 
in the fields on both sides. Clearly this was an early striking from the dies, 
while the polish was still fresh. Despite the barest trace of friction, the 
reflection does not break anywhere in the fields. The highest points show 
just minor wear, and the devices are essentially fully rendered by the dies. 
Robert Scot's design elements are nice and frosty, and the obverse has 

an almost cameo contrast. Both sides are awash in aqua, teal, lilac, and 
golden-tinged pewter color that is rich, and totally original, The Proofiike 
surfaces exaggerate any of the minor points of contact, but these are all 
toned over and none distract the naked eye. Some mint made adjustment 
marks are seen in the central obverse, again, these do not take away from 
the AMAZING, seductive visually allure-we have seen Mint State coins 
that do not have the life and stunning eye appeal of this SUPERB coin! 


The establishment of the United States mint came by way of the April 
12, 1792 act of congress. This act called for the building, staffing, and 
requirements of the coinage system. Aside from a few pattems and 
1,500 half dismes that were struck in 1792, coinage for circulation did 
not begin inside the walls of the first U.S. Mint until 1793, when half 
cents and cents were struck. No silver or gold coins could be struck until 
mint officials were able to post surety bonds. These were not posted 
until 1795, when the first half dollars, dollars, $5 gold and $10 gold 
coins were struck.

It is clearly not the Col. Green- Eric Newman- Oliver 
Jung, Randall-Garrett, or other coins listed in the Rea-Koenings-Harou- 
tunian Census. 


PCGS has graded 2 in 64+ and NGC has 
graded 1. The other 64+ sold for $42,300 in June 2016 and the Randall-

The Eliasberg coin sold for $60,375 as an NGC MS64 (no CAC) in 
November 2011. The current Collector's Universe value is listed at

time in public auction. 


‘The coins themselves are tangible connections to this tumultuous period 
in American history. Manifest Destiny and westward expansion were 
stoked by the discovery of gold in the America River in 1848, leading 

to one of the greatest migrations of people in history. At the same time, 
in the east, the northern industrial and commercial based economy was 
booming, in what would become an increasingly fragile bubble, caused 
by rampant speculation in railroads and insurance companies. When 

this bubble finally burst in 1857, the Panic of 1857 began, with a run on 
banks. The gold being transported on the S.S. Central America was being 
shipped to commercial centers in the east to help stabilize the economy. 
When the ship ran into a monster hurricane, all that gold crashed to the 
ocean floor (and the economy went with it). The sectarian differences

One of the ships that

Carrying a massive cargo of gold, valued at over $1.2 
million in 1857 dollars, and 578 passengers and crew members, it was 
heading to New York City. The gold was to be delivered in an effort

encountered a massive hurricane off the Carolina coast. On September 
12, 1857, the ship foundered, taking on too much water that put out 

the fires in the boilers. The ship went down, taking with it all that gold 
and 425 souls. The loss caused a massive panic on Wall Street, with a 
major run on the banks. Without the precious cargo of gold coins, many 
banks had to clo:

sailing up the eastern seaboard from Havana, Cuba, the ship 


. The Panic of 1857 was one of the worst financial 


crises 


As the panic deepened, it 
further drove a wedge between the industrial and commercial interests 
of the north and the agrarian based economy of the south. Less than 
four years later, these differences led to the Civil War. 


In the 1980s, a team of deep-water explorers using state of the art 
equipment searched for the wreckage of the S.S. Central America, 
and nearly 130 years to the day, they found the shipwreck. Within a 
year or two, three tons of gold had been recovered. The find proved 
to be an excellent time capsule, revealing much about the coins and 
ingots of gold that were used between banks, as well as what was

American coins, He wished for Augustus St. Gaudens to redesign every 
denomination from the cent to the double eagle. He set to work early in 
1907 and produced models for the Ultra High Reliefs, which were too 
difficult to strike, and after 24 were struck, officials at the mint instructed 
him to lower the relief. His second iteration was the High Relief, but 

he passed away from stomach cancer before he could see the final 
product, and after only 11,250 were struck, the chief engraver at the mint 
further reduced the relief and changed some of the other details. While 
the Ultra High Reliefs are major rarities, and of the nearly 20 known 
examples, several are impounded in institutional collections, those that 
are in private collections create quite the stir in the market if they ever 
come up, and are seven figure rarities. The High Relief is as close to that 
original concept as anyone can realistically hope to add to 

their collections. 


The present GEM is from the slightly scarcer Flat Rim variety. The 
surfaces are a deep orange-gold color that comes to life when the

Around the same time France, Switzerland, Spain, and Italy 
struck gold coins that were all the same weight allowing for simplified 
cross border commerce. 


While traveling around Europe, Dana Bickford, came up with the idea 
ofa coin that would be recognized and accepted not just in the Latin 
Monetary Union, but throughout Europe. His proposed design was for a 
$10 gold piece that contained 16.72 grams of 900 fine gold. The reverse 
design has the conversions into British, German, Swedish, Dutch, and 
Latin Union currencies, The term UBIQUE signifies that the coin would 
in theory would be ubiquitous and accepted every where. This (and other 
international gold coin) proposal never made it further than the pattern 
stage. These were struck in gold, copper, copper-gilt, aluminum, and 
nickel, All are RARE, though the copper, struck with both reeded and 
plain edges, are available on the market from time to time.
